A Treaty to Abide in Peace for Five 
Years—All Troubles to Be Referred 
to Arbitration--One Loop Hole Left. 


Wasureton, January 11. The 
j general arbitration treaty between 
/Gieat Biiiain and the United States 
jhas been completed, Secretary of 
| State Olney and Sir Julian Paunce- 
| fote, British Ambassador, have been 
working on the final draft of the 
treaty tor the last five days and the 
| finishing touches were given to it last 
lnight. Tomorrow Secretary Olney 
will sign the raeasure and will trans- 
mit it to Congress for the ratification 
of the Senate, 

Wasntneton, Jan. 12.—Secretary 
Olney, in behalf of the United States, 
fand Sir Julian Pauncetote on the part 
of Great Britain, aftixed their 
signatures to a new treaty by which 
for aterm of five years the two great 
fnglish speaking nations agree to 
abide in peace and without a resort to 
arms. All possible questions of con- 
troversy are to be referred to a court 
of arbitration, with the single 
} exception that neither — nation 
surrenders its honour or dignity to the 
judgment of arbitration. Later on in 
the day President Cleveland sent a 
jmessage transmitting the general 
arbitration treaty to the Senate.
